SUMMARY:  The  Office  of  Foreign  Assets 
Control  is  amending  the  Iranian  Assets 
Control  Regulations.  The  purpose  of  the 
amendment  is  to  add  new  §  535.432, 
interpreting  the  prohibition  in 
§  535.209(a).  The  need  for  the 
amendment  is  to  make  it  clear  that  all 
travel-related  transactions  by  any 
person  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  in  connection  with  travel 
to  or  within  Iran  by  U.S.  citizens  or  U.S. 
permanent  resident  aliens  are 
prohibited.  The  effect  of  the  amendment 
is  that  this  clarification  will  be  available 
in  published  form  to  all  interested 
members  of  the  public,  such  as  airlines, 
travel  agents,  ticket  agents  and  similar 
persons.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION:  Since  the 
regulations  involve  a  foreign  affairs 
function,  the  provisions  of  the 
Administrative  Procedure  Act,  5  U.S.C. 
553,  requiring  notice  of  proposed  rule 
making,  opportunity  for  public 
participation  and  delay  in  effective  date 
are  inapplicable. 

31  Cl^  Part  535  is  amended  by  the 
addition  of  §  535.432  as  follows: 

§  535.432  Provision  of  travel-related 
services. 

Transactions  prohibited  by 
§  535.209(a)  include  all  transactions  by 
airlines,  shipping  lines,  travel  agents, 
ticket  agents  and  similar  persons  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  in 
connection  with  arranging  travel  to  or 
within  Iran  by  U.S.  citizens  or  U.S. 
permanent  resident  aliens,  unless  such 
travel  is  authorized  or  licensed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  part.  Such 
prohibited  transactions  include,  but  are 
not  limited  to,  arranging  through 
transportation  to  Iran;  selling  passages 
aboard  a  foreign  carrier  providing 
service  to  Iran,  whether  or  not 
originating  in  the  United  States: 
chartering  an  aircraft  or  vessel;  or 
arranging  accommodations,  ground 


transportation  or  travel  activities  within 
Iran.
